Call, don’t click when requesting a 
Federally Mandated Credit Report 


The Institute of Consumer 
Financial Education suggests 
that you call the toll free num- 
ber, (877) 322-8228, rather than 
click for a free credit report 
from the 
AnnualCreditReport.com. 

A new report shows that con- 
sumers may be better off calling 
for their federally mandated free 
credit report instead of going 
online because some 96 known 
imposter domains exist. Some 
68 of the imposter domains 
belong to Experian, a credit 
bureau, and 68 other imposter 
sites belong to or are hosted at 
“pay per click” companies. 
Some 50 of the pay per click 
domains are live, and some are 
luring consumers to inappropri- 
ate and risky Web sites, such as 
Experian and other credit com- 
panies’ commercial sites to cash

in on the credit bureaus’ affili- 
ate marketing programs, 

Additional issues were found 
at the official 
AnnualCreditReport.com site. 
The primary finding was that 
the credit bureaus are blurring 
the lines between what is free 
for consumer and what is avail- 
able fora cost. For example, 
the TransUnion section auto- 
matically selects consumers to 
receive marketing information 
and;-have their information 
shared with affiliates and part- 
ners. 

Experian and Equifax have 
potentially confusing menu nav- 
igation bars that do not clearly 
distinguish betweén the. free 
areas of credit report access and 
the for-pay sections:

removed from waterways 


With the help of Alabama 
Power employees, community 
volunteers and lake homeown- 
ers, the 12 spring Renew Our 
Rivers cleanups yielded 885,400 
pounds of trash. and household 
items removed from lakes and 
rivers all across Alabanta.

Renew Our’ Rivers cleanups 
are held annually in the spring 
and fall when homeowner and 
boat owner organizations, envi- 
ronmental and. student groups, 
and civic clubs roll up their 
sleeves to take part'in the com- 
munity projects.

If one were to. use one word to 
describe the attitude: of Coffee 
County Commissioners 
Monday, July 11, during. the 
group's regular monthly. meet- 
ing that word most likely would 
be “thankful.” 

Commissioners were thankful 
the county, for the. most part;

commissioners were thankful 
for the county employees and 
volunteers that worked together 
to. keep conditions as safe as 
possible. for the county and it’s 
residents. 

John. Tallas, director of the 
Coffee County. Emergency 
Management Agency, updated 
commissioners regarding the 
hurricane which. affected the 
area for much of the day 
Sunday, July 10, 

Tallas said he continues to be 
impressed by the way the people 
of Coffee County always seem 
to band together during a trying 
time, He said the old’ saying, 
“when the going gets tough, the 
tough get going,” is a very good 
description of: the people of

City of Elba officials feared 
the worst of Hurricane Dennis 
when they left work Friday 
afternoon, July 8, but hopes 
and prayers. were answered 
Sunday afternoon, July 11, 
when the city was spared of 
any major damage from Dennis 
as it came ashore. 

“The damage was very mini- 
mal,” Elba Mayor James 
Grimes said. “We were yery 
fortunate to not haye more 
damage.” 

Grimes said the city had pre- 
pared for the worst but hoped 
for the best, and those hopes 
came true, 

The mayor did say city offi- 
cials chose to go ahead and turn 
off electricity Sunday after- 
noon around 1:30 p.m. after a 
tree fell on a line causing 
power outages. 

Grimes said the biggest rea- 
son: for shutting down. the 
power was for the:safety of the 
citizens. He. said’ a. downed 
power line. with electricity is a 
very dangerous situation, and 
city officials did not want. to 
take any chances with someone 
getting injured or worse. 

Grimes said another reason 
for turning off electricity was 
to save the overall system in 
case of trees falling on the lines 
or other problems - occurring

Efforts to find a buyer for the 
now closed Dorsey Trailer plant 
in Elba were given new life this 
week by the U. S, Bankruptcy 
Court in Montgomery. 

At noon Tuesday the court 
agreed with a request by Dorsey 
management and the secured 
creditors committee to extend 
the deadline for finding a buyer. 

Bids were opened last week in 
a process expected to attract a 
group of interested potential 
buyers. Reportedly only. one 
bidder bid on the entire package 
and that offer was rejected as 
being too low. 

Pitts Trailers entered a bid of 
less than two million dollars for 
the plant, inventory. and ‘other 
related assets, The company has 
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Efforts to find buyer for Dorsey 
Trailer plant are continuing 


Since increased that bid to about 
$2,250,000. 

Dorsey representatives said 
Tuesday afternoon from offices 
in California that they are work- 
ing with potential buyers and are 
optimistic that an acceptable 
offer, will be received by the 
August 16 deadline the bank- 
ruptcy judge has set. 

At that time, if no buyer is 
approved, the court could order 
an open auction to sell the facil- 
ity.a piece at the time, 

If Pitts Trailers is the ultimate

James Grimes 
reported to them that Elba had 
escaped Hurricane Dennis with 
very little damage and no report- 
ed personal injuries to local citi- 
Zens. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
expressed appreciation to the 
people of Elba for their patience 
with trash) pick up, as a result of 
the storm. He ‘also praised the 
efforts of employees during and

“They. did- a great 
Grantham added. 

He also reported that the Red 
Cross shelter, opened at the ele- 
mentary school, worked very 
well last weekend. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
explained to the council the ini- 
tial plans for Neighbor Crime 
Watch groups citywide, He said 
a meeting will be held Tuesday, 
July 26, and urged all members 
to be present and support this 
project. 

Grimes reviewed the financial 
Statement and noted income was 
higher than budged for the eight 
month period, but some expens- 
es were also up, He singled out 
fuel costs and interest on bor- 
rowed money,

were approved for payment. 
This included several one time 
payments, including paying off a

A council member asked 
about the speed ‘limit on Smith 
Avenue, noting it: had -not 
changed. since. the bridge’ was 
removed, He added that citizens 
on the dead end street. felt the 
limits should ‘be lowered.

Grimes reported that a 2001 
contractor apparently didn't give 
proper compaction to dirt after 
cutting across Winston Avenue, 
Brunson Circle and Stroud 
Avenue. Repairs will cost an 
estimated $20,500, but if not 
done the streets will be lost and 
repairs will cost a lot more, The 
council approved the repairs. 

A. similar problem on 
‘Adkinson Street is caused by a 
storm drain which needs replac- 
ing, according to Mayor Grimes. 
He said that city crews can do 
this work. 

The mayor informed council 
members that at the next council 
meeting they would see ‘the 
numbers needed to make adjust- 
ments to the annual budget. He 
said fuel cost increases and some 
other increased costs force the 
need for this adjustment. 


County BOE accepts gym floor bids for Zion Chapel and Kinston

The threat of Hurricane 
Dennis certainly impacted the 
thoughts of Coffee County 
Board of Education members 
last Thursday, July 7, when the 
board held its regular monthly 
meeting. 

Superintendent: Dr... Linda 
Ingram said hopefully the roofs 
were secure at the county 
schools, but ongoing projects 
intensified concern, 

A re-roofing project has been 
underway at. Zion Chapel 
Schools recently. The roofs 
were damaged from last year's 
Hurricane Ivan and a hail storm 
earlier this year. Ingram said the 
work crew was on the next to 
last building in the re-roofing 
project as of Thursday of last

week, 

On a positive note, she said 
the shingles being placed on the 
roofs are 35-year shingles and 
hopefully would survive any 
bad weather Hurricane: Dennis 
might send to Coffee County. 

A renovation project at New 
Brockton High School also cur- 
rently is underway, and board 
members “hoped the storm 
would not. create problems: at 
that building. 

During the meeting, board 
members approved bids for gym 
floors at. Zion Chapel and 
Kinston Schools. 

Covington Floors received the 
bids at $72,234 to replace the 
gym floor at Zion Chapel and 
$18,880 to sand and refinish the 
gym floor at Kinston, The gym 
floor at Zion Chapel was severe 
ly damaged during the hail 
storm earlier this year 

Board members approved a 
request from the superintendent 
to allow the school system to 
apply for federal funding. This 
requests includes funds such as 
Title I, Title Il, Title IV, Carl 
Perkins, funds for extended day 
programs, etc. 

In the same request, board 
members also passed a resolu- 
tion supporting an application 
for funds for a New. Brockton 
Community Learning Center. 
Ingram said the learning center 
conducted last year at Zion 
Chapel School proved to be 
very successful, and she thinks a 
program at New Brockton 


would be beneficial to the stu- 
dents, parents and community,

* Employ Danny Barreto as 
band director at New Brockton 
High School; 

* Employ Virginia McLeod as 
nurse at Zion Chapel School.

Senate passes 
legislation to reduce 
healthcare disparities 


Access to quality health care 
will soon become easier for 
patients who are uninsured, have 
low-incomes, or face other sig- 
nificant barriers, thanks to legis- 
lation passed by the United 
States Senate in June. The 
“Patient Navigator, Outreach, 
and Chronic Disease Prevention 
Act of 2005’"(H.R. 1812/8. 898) 
will establish demonstration 
grants to create patient navigator 
programs in medically under- 
served communities. The legis- 
lation also authorizes $25. mil- 
lion in funding for the program 
over five years. Enactment of 
this bill, which was passed by 
the House of Representatives 
earlier, is a top priority for the 
American Cancer Society, as it 
will help reduce disparities in 
cancer caré and increase access 
to early detection and preven- 
tion services for the medically 
underserved: Addressing these 
issues is also critical to mecting 
the National Cancer Institute's 
challenge goal of eliminating 
suffering and death from cancer 
as early as 2015, 

“Unfortunately, those who are 
uninsured, underinsured, live in 
rural areas or are part of a racial 
or ethnic minority group, are 
still being left behind when it 
comes to benefiting from 
advances in cancer research, 
prevention, and care,” said 
Thomas G, Burish, PhD, chair 
of the American» Cancer 
Society's national ‘volunteer 
board of directors and president 
of. Washington and Lee 
University. “It doesn’t have to 
be this way. Patient navigator 
programs. provide the map. and 
personal guide to direct patients 
to the treatment and care they 
need, while educating them 
about ‘cancer and chronic dis- 
ease prevention.

communities.

dent, engineering and operations. 

“We still-have a few leaning 
trees and limbs that need to be 
trimmed or removed, but we 
expect to have that completed 
within the next seven to 10 
days,” says Avery. 

“All the support was excellent 


as possible. We are extremely 
fortunate to have such a high- 
caliber group of employees.” 

Hurricane Dennis caused sig- 
nificantly less damage to AEC’s 
transmission system than initial- 
ly expected. The storm made 
landfall at 2:25 p.m, CDT 
Sunday on Santa Rosa Island, 
Fla., between Navarre Beach 
and Pensacola Beach as a 
Category 3 hurricane and then 
fizzled into a tropical depression 
by early Monday, 

The majority of AEC's out- 
ages occurred in Clarke County, 
Ala.; Escambia County, Ala.;
